proaching the tM>dside in time to 
continue the forced respiration with- 
out the loss of a single stroke. Up, 
<Iown, up, down, in tireless, nerer- 
ending cadence: compressing and 
releasing the parallzed dlaphram in 
young Frlck's stricken body— per- 
forming the life-preserving function 
of breathing tor their friend and fel- 
low-employe. 

Wednesday morning, after 7* 
hours of artlHclal respiration, the 
first encouraging message came 
from the bedside— that the young 
man had almost completely recover- 
ed consciousness, was able to talk 
cwberently and to alp a few swal- 
lows of milk from a glass. He 
•eemed further strengthened by 
eight hours of sleep Tuesday night 
— the first he has had since Sunday, 
lie also reported feeling warmth la 
hla feel and legs— parallzed slQce 
Saturday night. 

Physicians are hopeful that these 
Improvements presage the departure 
of the paralysis from Ihe dlaphram, 
permitting the resiimpllon of nor- 
mal breathing. 

Meanwhile, Frlck's fellow-em- 
ployes are ceaseless In their vlrgll— 
untiring In the labor which li pre- 
aenring his thread of life. 

Today Alfred Krlck Is tlUI con- 
■clous and fighting for life after 
more than ninety houra of artlflclal 
reapiration administered by the 
6«man crew working In shifts. Last 
night ho was able to take broth and 
egnnog through tube. Doctors in 
attendance say It Is Impossibte to 
predict outcome, but state that Uts 
patient's condition In general la 
aomewhal better today.

Unsolved, Sarnoff Tells Students 

In University Addrett, Radio Leader Outline* Fields for 
Original Research and Development

In ihl* fleld we eu- 
counter a bewildering haie ot theory, 
Much further aclenitnc Investigation 
Is required before the problems will 
be solved. 

"We know tbat with the aame given 
power at the irauimltilng siiiiion we 
can cover greater distance over salt 
water than we can over land; we can 
In general cover greater distance over 
flat land than ov»t hilly country, over 
aioiat land than dr; land. We have 
iOled the absorpUon ot wave energy 
by mineral deiKisItt In the earth. We 
are Juat beginning to gltrapee the pot- 
■IblUtiei ot short wave traDamlssioa— 
that Is, transmlselon with wave 
lenfths ot 100 meters or leas. We And, 
In some Instances, that reception Is 
good at a point 1.000 mtlee from the 
transrollter and very poor at a dis- 
tance of 100 mllee We are able to 
cover eiiraordlnary ranges with low 
power ihort'Wsve traosniksaloD, but 
often art unable lo communicate over 
eomparatlrelv short distance* But 
the tact remain!) that our understand- 
ing of the pbyelcal phenomena in- 
rulved has made comparativrly tittle 
advance over the iheorlea formulated 
ky h'aradsy and Maxwell."

'The iiroposed solutions ot the 
probletr presented by static, as Dr. 
E. F. W. AleiandfTwin so ably polnis 
out, h»»e been dominated by two 
workInK theories One 1e that static 
t« a dlstarbance Id the atmoRpbere, 
different In Us electrical nature from 
a radio signal. The second theory le 
that the disturbing wavee resemble 
the signal but come from all direc- 
tions, while (be signal Itself comee 
from only one direction. Cnder the 
llrst theory we have attempted to 
niter out the sialic electrically, but 
We llnd that we often leave a residue 
of dlgnal almost too weak for useful- 
nt«s. The Radio rnrporailon ot Amer 
lea has been much more successful 
Jn its application f>f the second theory, 
whereby a syetem ot reception Is u«ed 
that responds selectively to the wavee 
from one direction and exctudei those 
from other directions.

"Beyond the highly-selective meth- 
ods ot reception already adopted, one 
ot the greatest hopes ot solving the 
problem ot Interference, that jumble 
of transmtseion between signals from

Short wave length* promise to 
open up not only new paths for wave 
propagation, but * large number of 
neeful rommunlcailon rhannets Con- 
sider that almoiit all the longwave 
traneoceanic telegraph station In the

One night almost wonder at the 
eelt-reslralnt ot modern acleaoa in 
leaving so much to be discovered by 
the generations of future scientists. In 
our inveitlgations of the behartor «t 
electro-magnetic wavee, we seem to 
be trembling on the edge ot many 
fundamental tacts. Light Itself, as 
l>rore*tor Pupio and other great au- 
thorities have shown us. Is an electro- 
magnetic phenomenon, and the elac 
irone that compose every atom U Iks 
blazing sun are each bony though tiny 
broadcasting stations, sending t^elr 
mesBsgee In all directions. 

"A more exact knowledge ut lb* 
possible transformation* ot light 
waves and electro-magnetic wavee 
would bring the day nearer whea 
the transmission of sight b; ra 
dIo would be as common as the trans- 
mission of sound. We have clearod 
much of the ground In this oa|k 
nectlon. We havu already demon 
sirated the poeetbllity of the 
wireless transmission ot Images over 
great dlsuncas. Pbotogrsphti of cur- 
rent events seat by radio to and troir 
London have been published within 
a few hours by the newspapers of the 
two cities. We have transmitted pho 
tographs by wireless across the Amer-

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"In one respect at leut this prob- 
lem has been solved Id our electrical I 
laboratories, that Is, In the synchronis- 
ing ot sound and sight It Is no longer j 
disclosing a laboratory secret to an- 
nounce that the Radio Corporation of j 
America will soon demonetrate public | 
ly a method of speech and musical ' 
synchronising particularly adapted lo | 
the motion picture art and using lbs 
latest principles of sound reproductloi | 
developed for rsdlo." 

New Rslatloflshipt Created 

"From whatever angle radio It 
viewed, the great opportunities are 
before, not bentnd. Radio has created 
a multitude ot new problem*, which 
cry to he led out of the wilderness 

"Let ut cooclder, tor eiample, the 
problem ot regulation, and the defini- 
tion ot radio rights In the air. The'-t 
are entirely virgin subjects In Itw, 
One of the basic probleme lo be inlved 
Is the owneiwblp of the air space 
above the land and water, fthalt we 
heed or cast aside tbe ancient mailm, 
That he who owns land owns It to 
the heavens above and to the center 
of the earth, from the lenllh to the 
nadir?' To uphold this mailm would 
be to prohibit aerial navigation tor, at 
an authority points out, every flight 
would conetitute innumerable, action- 
able trespasses. Radio Is a greater 
trespasser than Ihe llylng marhine No 
bars or nlndi<we ran completely keep 
out electro-magnetic waves; radio 
broadcasting enters Into every home. 

"And yet this ancient mailm, 
adopted hy the court* of Kngland ren- 
lurles ago, has the endor.sement of 
euih eminent auihorllle* as rvike and 
Ulackstone, tor at that time tbe upper 
air space was not utilised, tinder this 
masim ot law It has been held to be 
a trecpass to thrust one's arm Into the 
iparc over a n"lfhbor'e land." 
A Great Force in Education 

"The fact that broadraetlnE 1" ea- 
senllaily a system ot ma«s commiinl- 
caiion has eor'"what obscured the 
great p:iientiuluies of radio as sb in- 
strument ot education It Is true that 
any universal system ot broadcaiitlng 
mu»t be governed largely by majority 
demand, and the demand for entertain- 
ment In broadcasting Is much greater 
than the demand for education. 

"Veveriheless the fact remains that 
education Is the highest purpoae 
which broadcasting can serve Itadio 
olTers to Ihe educator an auditorium 
many times greater than Ihe com- 
bined capacity of every college audi- 
torium In Ihe rouotry.
